November  8th  Liturgical 
Music  Service  to  Honor 
75th  Yahrzeit  of  Russian 
Synagogue  Composer 
David  Nowakowsky 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue’s  53rd  Annual 
Friday  Evening  Liturgical  Music  Service 
will  take  place  in  the  Main  Sanctuary  at 
8  P.M.  on  Friday,  November  8,  1996.  Cantor 
David  Lefkowitz,  together  with  conductor 
Abraham  Kaplan  conducting  the  18-voice 
Synagogue  Concert  Choir  with  Neil  Robinson 
at  the  organ,  will  devote  the  Shabbat  Eve 
Service  to  music  composed  by  David 
Nowakowsky  (1848-1921).  Cantor  Lefkowitz 
has  compiled,  edited  and  adapted  music  by 
the  Russian  composer,  much  of  it  from  the 
original  manuscripts,  to  make  up  a  complete 
traditional  Shabbath  Eve  Service. 

This  occasion  will  honor  the  75th 
anniversary  of  the  passing  of  Nowakowsky, 
generally  considered  to  have  been  the  great¬ 
est  of  all  Eastern  European  synagogue  music 
composers.  As  J.S.  Bach  fathered  the  musical 
liturgy  of  the  Christian  Church,  it  was 
Nowakowsky  who  integrated  all  previous 
efforts  to  refine  19th  and  20th  century  syna¬ 
gogue  music. 

David  Nowakowsky  (pronounced  Nova- 
kovsky)  was  bom  in  1848  in  the  little  town  of 
Malin,  Russia.  At  the  age  of  eight,  he  left  his 
home  because  of  his  stepmother  and  went  to 
the  city  of  Berditchev,  where  he  became  a 
choirboy  as  well  as  a  keen  student  of  harmo¬ 
ny,  counterpoint  and  conducting.  In  1869,  the 
21  year  old  prodigy  was  summoned  from  the 
academic  world  of  Berditchev  to  Odessa 
where  he  became  the  music  director  and 
choirmaster  of  the  famous  Brody  Synagogue, 
a  position  which  he  held  for  50  years. 
Nowakowsky,  more  than  any  other  syna¬ 
gogue  music  composer  before  or  after  him, 
achieved  the  long-sought  goal  of  many,  the

Since  1981,  Brenner  has  devoted  himself 
to  documenting  vanishing  Jewish  communi¬ 
ties  worldwide  under  the  auspices  of  Beth 
Hatefutsoth,  the  Nahum  Goldmann  Museum 
of  the  Jewish  Diaspora,  Tel  Aviv.  He  has 
focused  on  documenting  Jewish  communities 
in,  for  the  most  part,  non-Eastem  European 
countries  to  provide  a  picture,  perhaps  for  the 
first  time,  of  missing  pieces  in  the  amazing 
story  of  Jewish  survival  in  the  Diaspora.  As 
such,  his  work  will  comprise  a  groundbreak¬ 
ing  historical  and  educational  legacy. 

Acclaimed  in  the  world  of  photography 
as  well  as  in  the  Jewish  world,  Brenner  has  a 
background  in  anthropology  from  the  Sor- 
bonne,  Paris.  Exhibitions  of  his  work  have 
been  held  in  Europe,  Israel,  the  United  States, 
South  America,  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

In  addition  to  several  articles,  Brenner  has 
written  three  books,  the  third  of  which, 
Jews/ America:  A  Representation,  will  be  pub-

Perhaps,  these  are  the  thoughts  that  this  bumper 
sticker  begs  us  to  consider. 

But,  that  does  not  mean  that  we  should  view  this 
bumper  sticker  as  a  guilt  inducer. 

Another  possibility: 

The  question:  “Did  you  hug  your  child  today?” 
is  a  reminder. 

It  reminds  us  where  to  place  our  values, 
how  to  invest  our  energy. 

It  reminds  us  not  to  take  our  families,  our 
children,  for  granted. 

It  reminds  us  to  appreciate  those  people  most 
important  in  our  lives. 

Imagine  another  bumper  sticker: 

“Veshenantam  Levanecha?” 

-  A  loose  translation: 

“Do  you  teach  your  children  (words  of  Torah)?” 

I  am  sure  you  recognize  these  words. 


They  come  from  the  Shema,  and  they  speak 
about  our  passing  of  Judaism  onto  the  next 
generation. 

How  do  we  pass  Judaism  down  to  our  children? 

How  do  we  teach  our  children  about  the 
importance  of  Judaism  in  their  lives? 

We  cannot  accomplish  this  by  just  sending  them 
to  Hebrew  School,  or  by  just  telling  them  they 
have  to  become  a  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah. 

We  also  cannot  accomplish  this  by  living 
Judaism  through  them,  by  making  our  own 
Jewish  life  dependent  on  their  Jewish 
activities,  their  Jewish  obligations. 

We,  too,  have  to  live  Judaism. 

If  we  want  to  pass  Judaism  down  to  our  children 
we  have  to  show  them  what  it  means  to  live 
life  as  Jewish  adults.

quest  to  enhance  ancient  melodies  in  a  mod¬ 
ern  European  musical  framework  without  los¬ 
ing  the  traditional  character  of  the  chants. 

After  the  composer’s  death  in  1921,  his 
entire  collection  of  more  than  3500  pages  of 
original  compositions  were  hidden.  Family 
members  in  New  York  finally  received  them 
in  1952  when  a  French  member  of  the  family 
came  to  study  at  Columbia  University.  The 
collection  was  presented  to  Hebrew  Union 
College  in  1956  and  was  studied  by  scholars 
for  several  years,  but  then  abandoned. 

Cantor  Lefkowitz  began  the  modern 
renaissance  and  awareness  of  this  music 
beginning  in  1978.  By  1983,  he  had  negotiat¬ 
ed  with  the  grandchildren  of  the  composer  to 
receive  the  composer’s  complete  collection  of 
manuscripts.  Lefkowitz  has  devoted  his  ener¬ 
gies  to  bringing  order  and  organization  to  all 
this  music.  He  has  edited  150  works  for  mod¬ 
ern  use  and  will  publish  a  complete  catalog  of 
the  composer’s  output.  The  music  will  soon 
find  its  permanent  home  at  Lincoln  Center 
here  in  New  York. 

It  is  appropriate  that  a  75th  yahrzeit  trib¬ 
ute  to  David  Nowakowsky’s  music  take  place 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  where  it  has  truly 
been  resurrected  and  given  new  life  for  the 
future  of  Jewish  religious  expression  in 
prayer,  worship  and  music.
